The Massachusetts design and construction 
industry — through the Boston Foundation for 
Architecture — has made five small grants 
totaling just over $8,000 to help support com- 
munity education programs in Massachusetts 
that promote awareness of design. 


The five grant-recipients were among 26 or- 
ganizations and individuals who responded to 
the Foundation’s RFP last Spring. “Over the 
next decade” the RFP stated, “there will be a 
need to invest in public improvements — in 
infrastructure such as roadways and bridges, 
to be sure, but also in public buildings, schools, 
parks, stadiums, recreation facilities, railway 
and transit terminals, airports, water transpor- 
tation facilities, pedestrian walkways, and the 
other essentials of everyday life in towns and 
cities. The Boston Foundation for Architec- 
ture wishes to encourage a greater public 
awareness of the value of well-designed pub- 
lic places.” 


This was the second year in which this RFP 
was issued and, according to 1994 Founda- 
tion Chair Andrea Leers FAIA, once again the 
responses were “extraordinarily thoughtful 
and, on some level, all deserved serious 
consideration.” Leers noted that the limited 
funds available to the Foundation made it 
impossible for the Trustees to support all of 
the worthwhile programs it had an opportunity 
to consider. In the end, the Trustees decided 
to invest in the five efforts described below; 
these descriptions also include the names 
and telephone numbers of the appropriate 
people to call for more details on each project.

“Harbor Visions” is a 
waterfront success 


The extraordinary year-long effort called “Har- 
bor Visions” came to one of its several finales 
in the Fall when 400 people gathered at a 
charrette at the University of Massachusetts 
in Dorchester to imagine myriad future uses 
of the Harbor. 


The success of this effort is in part a result of 
the mix of design professionals, waterfront 
advocates, citizens of the cities on the Har- 
bor, public officials, and a broad range of 
other area residents with an interest in the 
Harbor and its future. From fisherman to 
school teachers, from architects to boat cap- 
tains, from politicians to schoolchildren, the 
ideas generated on paper and verbally for the 
future uses of the Harbor were often simple, 
often elegant, and almost universally pro- 
vocative. A publication that will bring all of this 
together is scheduled to be available in early 
1995. 


Critical to the success of the Charrette was 
the broad financial and in-kind support re- 
ceived from dozens of organizations, public 
agencies, corporations, and individuals.

The Emerald Necklace is 
at the BSA 


From January 4 to February 24, the BSA 
hosts two exhibits related to the Emerald 
Necklace, the swath of interconnected 
greenspaces winding seven miles through 
the heart of Boston from the Common to 
Franklin Park. Inspired and developed in the 
late 19th century by Frederick Law Olmsted, 
the Emerald Necklace Park system was en- 
visioned as a refuge for urban dwellers from 
the noise and overcrowding of the City. To- 
day the system still serves as such a refuge 
for Boston residents and visitors. 


The first exhibit, entitled “Into the Landscape: 
Boston's Emerald Necklace Parks,” was de- 
signed by the Boston Parks and Recreation 
Department and is accompanied by a guide 
book to the nine parks. The 24-page booklet, 
produced with funding from the National En- 
dowment for the Arts, is the first comprehen- 
sive guide detailing each Emerald Necklace 
park with vivid photographs, informative 
prose, and a detailed map to encourage self- 
guided tours. The reasonably priced booklet 
will be available for sale at The Architects 
Building. 


Complementing this exhibit are poetic photo- 
graphs of the Boston Olmsted parks by land- 
scape photographer David Akiba, whose im- 
ages also comprise an important part of the 
Parks Department exhibit. Akiba’s interest in 
the Emerald Necklace developed 12 years 
ago and he has pursued the subject untiringly 
in countless visits with his camera, capturing 
Olmsted's intent to please the eye and sat- 
isfy the soul.

For many architects, the design award pro- 
cess is cloaked in mystery: firms lovingly craft 
their binders, send them off to be evaluated by 
prominent strangers behind closed doors, 
then summarily receive them back with nary a 
clue about how they were judged. In an effort 
to shed some light on the BSA design awards 
process, we are providing answers to some 
commonly asked questions based on the 
experience of an anonymous observer invited 
by the BSA to sit in on the BSA’s 1994 Design 
Honor Awards jury session a few months ago 
(the results of which are reported on pp. 4 & 
5). While the observations offered below re- 
late specifically to the deliberations of this 
particular jury, many of the comments offered 
here apply broadly to other design awards 
programs. 


How are the submissions evaluated ? 
The four jurors in this program were all from 
other parts of the country, all were architects, 
and one was the editor of a national architec- 
ture magazine. These four jurors, along with 
the BSA Executive Director, gathered in the 
fifth-floor conference room of The Architects 
Building at 8:00 am on the day following the 
submission deadline in late September. The 
BSA Executive Director, who provides logis- 
tical support for all BSA design awards juries 
but, of course, does not serve as a juror 
himself, reviewed the “call for entries” with the 
jurors in order to underscore the parameters 
of this program, the sole judging criterion of 
“design excellence,” and otherwise to clarify 
the ground-rules for the jurors as spelled out 
in the “call for entries.” 


The 140 anonymous binders were spread out 
on five long tables pushed together to create 
a large flat surface (a squared “O” configura- 
tion with one table in the middle to create a 
continuous surface). Each binder had attached 
to its front cover a 3" x 4" matrix: down the left 
side were the jurors’ names and across the 
top were voting categories marked Yes, No, 
Maybe. In the first phase of the jury process, 
each juror individually reviewed every binder 
and in each case “voted” Yes, No, or Maybe 
with a check mark on the matrix. There was 
minimal discussion during this period. At the 
end of this first round of review, which took 
approximately two and one-half hours, the 
binders with four “No” votes were eliminated 
from further consideration; the binders with 
three or four “Yes” votes were set aside for 
later review; and the portfolios with mixed 
ratings were once again examined with jurors 
making arguments for keeping them in or 
eliminating them. Approximately 30 binders 
remained in the running after this second 
review phase, which took approximately two 
more hours. One juror then had to leave; the 
other three jurors paused for a brief in-house

lunch, after which the remaining binders all 
were spread open on the tables at the same 
time. Only at this point were the projects 
discussed in significant detail. Sometimes 
portfolios of similar building types (dormito- 
ries, for example) were compared/contrasted 
and judged in relation to one another. 


Ten of the 30 projects still on the table proved 
to be relatively easy unanimous selections for 
some level of recognition; these 10 then were 
ranked, following more discussion and de- 
bate, into three tiers. [These are the 10 projects 
pictured on pp. 4 & 5.] Once the jurying 
process was over, the winning projects were 
identified from the concealed identification 
forms and the jury adjourned at 2:15 pm. 


Do factors other than design quality count 
for anything ? 

Not with this awards programs although other 
design awards programs take into account a 
variety of other issues such as social, environ- 
mental, team collaboration, and other issues. 
This jury struggled over one project in particu- 
lar that had unarguable social value but, even 
allowing for an undoubtedly meager budget, 
the juror could find no spark of design excel- 
lence in the project's execution. Whenever an 
issue such as this arose, the jury referred 
again to their charge and to the “call for 
entries” criterion of design excellence. 


How do the renovation projects fare against 
new construction ? 

Of the 10 honored projects, six were new 
building and four were additions; no projects 
involving renovation alone were selected al- 
though a number was submitted. With reno- 
vation projects, the jury typically had difficulty 
determining exactly what the work of the 
submittor and what had been done by the 
original architect; the jurors often searched in 
vain in drawings and text for clarification. They 
seemed willing to honor renovation projects if 
only there was a clearly demonstrated ele- 
ment of design excellence in the renovation 
itself. 


What matters more -— the images or the 
text ? 

Images. In light of the relatively brief review 
given the portfolios in the earliest stage, the 
images necessarily must make a strong im- 
mediate impression. Professional-quality pho- 
tographs inevitably communicated design 
ideas more effectively than did non-profes- 
sional photos. With the exception of the few 
urban-design submissions where the text was 
absolutely necessary to explain the projects, 
the written information seemed often to be 
secondary to the images. If questions arose 
about certain elements of the projects, the 
jurors — all of them architects themselves — 
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tended to search for those answers first in 
the images, then in the text. 


Of the images, how much consideration 
is given to drawings as opposed to pho- 
tos ? 

Plans were frequently examined and com- 
mented upon; elevations and sections much 
less so. In several instances, the plans were 
hailed as being more thoughtful and inven- 
tive than the resultant buildings as shown in 
the photographs. 


Does the portfolio itself (size, color) make 
any difference ? 

It didn’t seem to. Of the 140 binders submit- 
ted, 138 were various incarnations of stan- 
dard 9"x12" black; the two that weren't (one 
red, one white) didn't fare any better or any 
worse than the black ones. 


What if you don’t follow the submission 
requirements exactly ? 

The BSA awards programs are more flexible 
in their format requirements than many other 
programs. The jury did not count images, for 
example, or check scrupulously for all eleva- 
tions (although they did note several times if 
a significant elevation was missing). For the 
most part, submissions conformed to stan- 
dard presentation styles; the jurors seemed 
familiar and comfortable with this and knew 
where to find the information they sought. 
[The BSA guidelines are carefully written 
and carefully revised annually based on ju- 
rors’ suggestions; the guidelines are worth 
following closely because they are designed 
to help submitters provide useful information 
to the jury.] 


So how do | improve my chances of win- 
ning next time ? 
Assuming you have a project that demon- 
strates superior design skills — which ulti- 
mately was what made the difference be- 
tween winning and losing in the program 
discussed here — as a general rule, put 
yourself in the place of the jurors. Distance 
yourself from your project and present it as if 
to someone who knows absolutely nothing 
about it. Make sure your images are of pro- 
fessional quality and that they answer any 
questions about the project that might be 
raised by someone completely unfamiliar 
with it — don't rely solely on the accompany- 
ing text to explain the nuances of your design 
solution.

Our 
involvement in these shows includes a BSA 
booth displaying projects designed by mem- 
bers, acomplimentary design clinic and plan- 
review service for homeowners and other 
visitors to the BSA booth at each show, and 
the opportunity to promote your own wisdom 
and work by leading brief seminars on resi- 
dential construction, design, and related ar- 
chitectural topics. 


Our first adventure this year is the North 
American Expositions Home Show, Febru- 
ary 4-12, at the Bayside Exposition Center.

Support for good architecture and the value 
of the architectural profession at the 
grassroots level must come from a percep- 
tion of such value by the public. It is important 
to educate the public in the only areain which 
most laypeople have daily, personal interest 
in architecture — their own homes. Usually 
their homeowner concerns center around a 
few specific aspects of design and construc- 
tion (kitchens, baths, roofs, zoning variances, 
contractors relations, etc.). If the profession 
can connect the value of an architect's ser- 
vices to homeowners’ specific concerns, then 
the general perception of the value of good 
architecture will grow. 


To this end, the BSA’s Sole Practitioners 
Committee is preparing a series of one-page 
“Specific Services” flyers describing how ar- 
chitects can be of use in resolving the issues 
surrounding homeowners’ specific concerns. 
It is anticipated that these flyers can be used 
as marketing tools for individual architects 
working with homeowners as well as for dis- 
tribution at home shows, to building depart- 
ments, general contractors, and numerous 
other resources. In addition, the flyers will 
demonstrate implicitly that architects can pro- 
vide limited services and need not “do every- 
thing and cost a fortune.”

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On Martha’s Vineyard in October, some 200 
architects and allied professionals gathered 
for the 1994 AIA New England Annual Meet- 
ing hosted by the BSA. The intent was to 
“plant the seeds of our new profession,” as 
suggested by conference organizer and now 
BSA President Elizabeth Padjen FAIA. 


It began with an extraordinary 14-hour, 
closed-door brainstorming/brain-draining 
session of 75 architects, contractors, engi- 
neers, clients, public officials, attorneys, ac- 
countants, students, and others with an in- 
terest in the professional and a willingness to 
engage the major issues of our profession in 
an intense and intellectually challenging at- 
mosphere. By the time this group of 75 
emerged from seclusion on the second day 
of this session on Friday, the intellectual 
“seeds” for the balance of the weekend were 
planted and were then fertilized by a series of 
weekend panel discussions. 


This event in October was a culmination of a 
year-long series of discussions and planning 
sessions administered by the BSA and 
emerging in part from Harvard GSD's 1993 
symposium on the future of the profession, 
the AIA's national studies of the future of the 
profession, and a variety of other stimuli. 
Following the Vineyard weekend, the BSA 
hosted a symposium on the future of the 
profession at Build Boston in November. 


The momentum and interest continue to rise. 
A report that focuses on the Vineyard week- 
end is now being prepared by the partici- 
pants, led by Vineyard workshop leaders/ 
participants Gary Graham FAIA and John 
Rossi and the three primary correspondents/ 
reporters for the weekend, Susan Englert, 
Jennifer MacLeod, and Eric Reinhard (all 
three are uniquely resourceful and percep- 
tive BAC students brought into this project as 
observers/reporters). 


“By organizing the ‘planting the seeds’ event 
on the Vineyard, the BSA and AIA New 
England have taken an active leadership 
role in providing a way for architects to shape 
their own destinies and define their own 
futures,” said 1994 BSA President Ed Tsoi 
AIA.

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Care and feeding of the 
small-project architect 


Over the past five years, the AIA has begun 
to recognize small-project work as an impor- 
tant area of architectural practice and one 
that involves skills and methods often at 
variance with those used on larger projects. 
Beginning with the resolution of the 1989 AIA 
convention, which created a national task 
force on small-project issues, the practice 
methods and information needs of small- 
project architects have become more widely 
studied and probably better understood. 


The national task force sought to identify and 
understand the tactics of small-project archi- 
tects [through] roundtables with small-project 
architects, builders, and clients in several 
major cities. In addition to finding several key 
patterns in small-project practice on matters 
such as fees and management strategies, 
schedule and sequence of services, owner/ 
architect agreements, use of consultants, 
project specifications, bidding and negotia- 
tion of contracts, and marketing of services, 
the task force made several recommenda- 
tions for the AIA to better support this seg- 
ment of architectural practice. 


A few of the recommendations have been 
implemented including: the development of 
AIA small-project agreements [A105, B155, 
and A205, all available from the BSA]; pro- 
moting a seminar/workshop program on 
small-project management; revising The 
Architect's Handbook of Professional Prac- 
tice [also available from the BSA] to include 
a chapter on small projects; and the estab- 
lishment of a standing committee on small- 
project issues (the Small Projects Profes- 
sional Interest Area). . . [This Professional 
Interest Area (PIA)] publishes its own news- 
letter, which is a collection of writings by 
small-project architects, occasional profiles 
on small-project architects, and practical tips 
onsmall-project practice. The PIA also spon- 
sors Convention activities and regional semi- 
nars for the benefit of the small-project archi- 
tects. Shortly, the PIA also will inaugurate 
discussion areas on AlAOnline. You may 
join the PIA at any time of the year (202-626- 
7482) and, if you do not yet belong to a PIA, 
there is no fee. ..

M/WBE program 


The Massachusetts Executive Office of 
Transportation and Construction announced 
in October that, as a result of its own study, 
it believes that “sufficient evidence of dis- 
crimination exists to justify implementation of 
programs for minority and women business 
enterprises.” The state hosted eight public 
forums in November and December to solicit 
public comment on the proposed new M/ 
WBE program. Copies of the Executive Sum- 
mary of EOTC’s original report on discrimi- 
nation in the industry are available by calling 
617-973-7005 (itis called the Disparity Study 
Project report).

Tough personnel 
questions addressed 
in ACEC manual 


“Human Resources Management for Design 
Firms” is the title of a two-year-old ACEC 
manual designed to help design-firm princi- 
pals deal with human resources issues. It is 
helpful for firms of all sizes but, specifically, it 
provides guidance for smaller firms that do 
not have human resources professionals on 
staff. The manual offers an enormous array 
of forms appropriate to personal manage- 
ment, proposed personal policies, job de- 
scriptions, discussion of compensation and 
benefits, motivation issues, and a good deal 
more. It is a useful tool. A reference copy is 
available at the BSA; for your own copy of 
this 238-page manual, call ACEC at 202- 
347-7474.

DPEs, hourly rates, and 
profits surveyed 


The deeply loved Direct Personnel Expense 
factor, overhead rates, chargeability ratios, 
effective multipliers, average age of receiv- 
ables, hourly pay rates, and a variety of other 
financial data are summarized in the recently 
released Harper and Shuman report on “1994 
Operating Statistics” for design firms. This is 
the 13th year Harper and Shuman has pre- 
pared this survey report and this one focuses 
on actual financial results of design firms for 
FY1993.

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New access regulations are 
coming 


The last few months have brought changes 
at both the federal and state levels that affect 
the regulatory landscape for accessibility. In 
June 1994 the federal Access Board (ATBCB) 
issued its Interim Final Rule of the Title II 
ADA Accessibility Guidelines. A public com- 
ment period for that draft expired in August 
and the ATBCB is presently developing the 
Final Rule, which was expected by the end of 
1994. That document contains specific re- 
quirements for (among other things) public 
rights-of-way, judicial facilities, correctional 
facilities, public housing and transportation 
facilities. Even though the final document will 
no doubt vary somewhat from this draft, it is 
important that all design professionals be- 
come familiar with its content. Free copies 
may be requested by calling 800-949-4232. 


Back here in Massachusetts, our own Archi- 
tectural Access Board (AAB) has been work- 
ing on several fronts since the beginning of 
1994 when the comment period on the Octo- 
ber 1993 draft regulations ended. Several 
committees have been evaluating the many 
comments received and have made signifi- 
cant progress towards a new draft that incor- 
porates many of those comments. By the 
time you read this, a new draft of the AAB 
regulation should be out for public hearings 
in January. Please take this important oppor- 
tunity to review and make suggestions on 
this document. It is anticipated that it will go 
into effect early in 1995 and will be submitted 
to the U.S. Department of Justice for certifi- 
cation as equivalent to the ADAAG, a pro- 
cess that is likely to take at least a year.

EPA announces lead-paint 
program 


In September 1994, the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency released a proposal for a 
national training program for lead-based paint 
activities. In the May/June 1994 issue of the 
ChapterLetter, | reported that, to date, 12 
states (including all New England states) 
had adopted laws aimed at prevention of 
lead-based paint poisoning. 


The EPA's new Proposed Rule (40 CFR Part 
745, Lead; Requirements for Lead-Based 
Paint Activities) is a national training, certifi- 
cation, accreditation and standards program 
for individuals and firms engaged in lead- 
based paint activity. This new program was 
mandated under Title X of the 1992 Housing 
and Community Development Act to provide 
a comprehensive national approach to deal- 
ing with lead-based paint. 


It is of some interest that the Massachusetts 
program has been used as a model for 
portions of the proposed EPA rule, which 
affects “target housing” (public housing and 
private residences built before 1978), public 
buildings (any building built prior to 1978 
which is generally open to the public or 
occupied or visited by children, including but 
not limited to schools, day-care centers, 
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churches, museums, airport terminals, hos- 
pitals, stores, restaurants, office buildings, 
convention centers, and government build- 
ings), commercial buildings and superstruc- 
tures (buildings not generally open to the 
public such as warehouses, factories, stor- 
age facilities, aircraft hangers, garages, and 
wholesale distribution facilities), and large 
steel and other industrial structures such as 
bridges or water-towers that may contain 
lead-based paint. 


Under the enforcement provisions of the law, 
violators may be subject to both civil and 
criminal liability of up to $25,000 per day per 
count and imprisonment for up to one year 
for each violation. The time-line on this pro- 
posed rule for states that do not have a 
program in place is 30 months for training 
programs and three years for certification of 
individuals and firms. 


It is apparent that the vast majority of con- 
struction activities, such as renovation and 
demolitions that involve lead-based paint, 
are about to fall under the same national 
regulatory grip as did asbestos, thereby 
greatly affecting the practices of all archi- 
tects and engineers who deal with existing 
buildings built on or before 1978.

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What is your obligation 
to design within budget ? 


Two new decisions have been issued by the 
AIA’'s Ethics Council, the body responsible 
for enforcing and interpreting the AIA Code 
of Ethics and Professional Conduct. 


One of these new decisions relates to a 
complaint filed by a client against an archi- 
tect who, the client argued, falsely led the 
client to believe that a particular design could 
be constructed within the budget the client 
had established; the client claimed that the 
architect had defrauded the client by taking 
fees for designing the project in a way that did 
not meet budget. This is an important case 
and relates to the single most common com- 
plaint received by the BSA from homeowners 
and other clients of architects. 


A second Ethics Council decision relates to 
a case in which a member architect owned 
property across the street from a client who 
retained the architect to pursue a zoning 
change that would benefit the client and the 
architect.

When is a public-policy 
issue a design issue ? 


BSA President Elizabeth Padjen FAIA re- 
ports regularly in this space on BSA Board 
actions. 





At the end of last year, in the height of the 
political campaign season, the Board had an 
opportunity to consider seriously its role in 
recommending public-policy positions to BSA 
members. At our October meeting, a repre- 
sentative of the Massachusetts Taxpayers 
Association presented his group's arguments 
against the ballot question that would have 
imposed a graduated income tax system in 
Massachusetts. The presentation raised sig- 
nificant policy issues for the Board, less 
about this particular ballot question than about 
the way in which the Board of Directors 
considers and acts on public-policy issues. 
The following month, at our November meet- 
ing, we began to define significantly the 
range of public-policy issues appropriate for 
the Board to consider and the ways in which 
those issues should come before the Board 
and be debated by the Board. 


This discussion continues, as it always will, 
because Board members’ views on appro- 
priate issues to bring to the Board vary widely. 
There are those who believe that architects 
should be much more intensely and actively 
involved in the public-policy arena, much as 
our engineering colleagues are, and there 
are those who believe the BSA Board should 
not be dealing with public-policy issues at all. 
Even defining “public-policy issues” has 
proved difficult; when is a public-policy issue 
also an architectural design or practice issue 
and when is it not ? 


As | begin my tenure as BSA President, | am 
once again impressed by the personal com- 
mitment and intellectual engagement of the 
18 people who sit on the BSA Board of 
Directors. | will attempt to keep you abreast 
of our activity throughout the year in this 
ChapterLetter column and through the BSA’s 
electronic bulletin board. As I've noted be- 
fore in these pages, | believe the electronic 
bulletin board system the BSA has been 
operating for many years is finally coming of 
age and that it represents an extraordinarily 
valuable communications link for all of us 
who are members of the BSA and for the 
profession at large. | urge you to get on line 
today.

The Historic Curatorship Program, administered 
by the Massachusetts Department of Environ- 
mental Management, is an innovative leasing pro- 
gram designed to promote private support for 
endangered public properties. Over the years, 
several historic structures located within the Mas- 
sachusetts State Forest and State Parks have 
fallen into vacancy and disrepair. There simply has 
not been enough funding to protect the deteriora- 
tion of these buildings caused by the elements 
and, in some cases, vandalism. Under the Historic 
Curatorship Program, we seek to enter into long- 
term leases with private curators/tenants in return 
for their investment in rehabilitating, occupying, 
and maintaining these endangered properties. We 
have identified 22 such properties across the State 
as suitable candidates for this program; of these, 
nine — ranging from cottages in the Berkshires to 
a mansion on the North Shore — are presently 
available for lease. To become a curator/tenant in 
this program, individuals or organizations must 
submit a proposal to us for competitive review. 
Proposals must detail restoration plans and re-use 
concepts as well as financial and other qualifica- 
tions for tenancy. . .

Bill Riseman, age 48, a colleague and friend, 
disappeared in Buzios, Brasil in what appears to 
be a drowning accident on October 31, 1994, the 
day after he made a presentation in a “virtual 
reality” conference in Rio. . . Bill was an early and 
active member of the BSA’s DataCAD Users Group 
and Computer Graphics/VR Committee. He was a 
popular speaker at Build Boston for many years 
and recently presented his VR work to the Boston 
Computer Society. Among his accomplishments 
were the inventions of the first graphics equalizers 
for sound studios, the first design prototypes for 
multi-cinema complexes, and more recently the 
reconstruction of Egyptian monuments from ar- 
cheological data at the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts and the Getty Museum. Bill envisioned an 
educational “virtual reality” transferred through the 
Internet to classrooms. He used his Egyptian 
monument database as a prototype for his educa- 


tion museum concept at major conventions and 
shows. He wished to make the content of muse- 
ums more accessible to classrooms by use of 
technology. He was a true architect, able to con- 
ceive and execute. 


The architectural community will miss Bill's enthu- 
siasm, love of ideas, exploration of graphics at the 
limits of hardware and software, showmanship, 
ability to collaborate, resourceful and relentless 
pursuit of an idea, and his love of open discussion 
of ideas. In the best form of teaching, his presen- 
tations encouraged and challenged all who partici- 
pated. His loss is a terrible tragedy to the develop- 
ment of graphics and to the architectural profes- 
sion, more difficult to accept because of his cre- 
ative brilliance and generous personality. 


A memorial service for Bill was held in December 
in Boston. He leaves his brother Walter, his step- 
mother Marilyn, and his step-son Shawn.
